and/or construction of hangar and/or maintenance facilities to be leased 
to Burlington Northern Air Freight, Inc., and/or Fort Wayne Air 
Service, Inc., and/or the construction of additional taxiways, ramp 
areas and/or parking facilities, and/or the overlay of existing runways, 
and/or the expansion and renovation of existing terminal facilities, 
and/or the acquisition and installation of a Category I! instrument 
landing system and related equipment, all to be located at the Baer 
Field Municipal Airport (the "Project"); and 

WHEREAS, the Board held a public hearing on the proposed 
financing of the Project on April 23, 1985, following notice published in 
the Journal-Gazette and News-Sentinel on April 8, 1985, and having 
received the advice of the Board, it would appear that the financing of 
the Project would be of public benefit to the health, safety and general 
welfare of the Issuer and its citizens.

authorization, issuance and sale of said Airport Revenue Bonds. 

SECTION 3. All costs of the Project incurred after the passage of 
this Resolution, including disbursement or repayment to the Board of 
monies expended by the Board for planning, engineering and archi- 
tectural fees and expenses, interest paid during construction, under- 
writing expenses, attorney and bond counsel fees, and the costs of 
acquisition, construction, renovation and equipping of the Project, will 
be permitted to be included as part of the bond issue to finance the 
Project.
